KILLED THROUGH. JEALOUSY.

Next Day He Was Found by Hunters 
Sitting in the Woods With a 
Bullet in His 
Head.

DOVER, N. H., Nov. 2.—William Frank 
Worby crowded a@ great deal into the last 
48 hours of his existence. Within this 
Space of time he became a murderer, a 
bridegroom and a suicide. 

He killed Adelbert E. Parker of Brook- 
line on Sunday evening, courted his for- 
mer sweetheart, Miss Ada Morrison, on the 
following day, married her that evening, 
enjoyed a honeymoon of twenty hours’ dur- 
ation, and then shot himself dead. He is 
survived by two widows. His first widow 
ig Oo Years old and lives {tn a farm house 
in Brookline. No. 2 is 2% years old. 

Worby, who was about W years old, killed 
Parker Sunday evening because of at- 
tentions which he paid to Miss Morrison, 
whom Worby employed. Worby was ex- 
ceedingly jealous of attentions by guests 
to the girl. This caused her to leave him 
and he attributed the girl's departure to 
Parker. 

After the murder Worby fled. He re- 
solved to kill himself, but determined be- 
fore doing so to make Miss Morrison his 
wife. He spent Sunday night in a barn 
and then made his way through the woods 
to the girl’s home. 

“I killed Del Parker last night and am 


going to kill myself,’’ were almost the first 
words that Worby said to her. She laughed, 
thinking he was joking, but he continued 
to call himself a murderer and to make 
threats of suicide. Then he urged an itmme- 
diate murriage, declaring that he had ob- 
tained a divorce from his first wife. 

The girl consented and that evening the 
pair were married. 

After luncheon the next day Worby told 
his bride he must bid her farewell, for his 
hour to dip had come. She upbraided him 
for joking) on such a serious subject. He 
took her in his arms, told her how mucn 
he leved her. shook hands with his father- 
in-law and disappeared down the railroad 
track, 

Werby was found a few hours later sif- 
ting againtt a tree im the woods nearby. 
There was.a buliet threugh his brain and 
his right hand clutched a revolver. He 
was dead.

BOERS BRILLIANT TACTICS 


All English Military Men Agree That 
Joubert’s Army Is Well 
Handled. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Nov. 2.—The British stil! held 
Ladysmith at 9:25 this morning, but closely 
besieged by the enemy. This fact was an- 
nounced in a brief message from Gen. White 
to the War Office. 

This is the onl¥ bit of news that London 
has to-day upon which to guess out the 
situation at Ladysmith. If the War Office 
has additional information it does not make 
it public. The public is still guessing at 
the number of men killed and wounded be- 
fore the surrender of the two regiments 
captured Monday. The only additional light 
thrown on this important point is that con- 
tained in a préss dispatch to-day which 
makes this indefinite statement: 

‘Twenty British dead and 100 wounded 
have been counted om the scene of Mon- 
day’s disaster, while 70 prisoners were 
eent to Pretoria.”’

ANA, Til, Nov. 2.—-The finding the 
bones, watch, and brass huttons of elijah 
Russell, who was mysteriously killed 32 
‘Cara ago, has caused great excileenent in 
Holland Townshin, Shelby County. 

On Dee. 32, 1867, he went to Shelbyville, 
and it was reported that he had drawn 
considerable monev out of the bank. He is 
known to have had $780 in money that day, 
Where he went to or how he met his death 
has been a mystery since that time. He 
lived in Dry Point Township, and is said 
to have started home, but no one saw him 
on the road that day and his family never 
heard of him. 

(eorge A. Pelfer, a resident of that sec- 
tion. who claimed. to have witnessed the 
murder when only 6 years of age, states 
that when the time comes he wili make a 
clean breast of the .affair and telly all he 
knows. 

Peifer gave the officers the names of the 
men who he says he saw kil! Russell. The 
officers at this time refuse to divulge 
them, but one is said to be an influential 
citizen of Shelby County, while another is 
located in Missouri, the third one having 
died years ago. 

It was learned that a man named Couch, 
who died at his home in that vicinity a few 
vears ago, Yad left a written confession 
with a minister, the latter having the docu- 
ment still in his possession. In this confes- 
Fion he acknowledges having committed 
murder, and it ia believed that he was im- 
piicated in the Russell affair. The minister 
refuses to divulge the contents of the docu- 
ment. 

The country in which the crime was .com- 
mitted Is isolated from railroads and the 
officers are reticent. Pecifer claims the mat- 
ter has been preying on his conscience for 
veare and that since his confession he feels 
greatly relieved.

This did not sult the Mayor at all. He 
wanted to pass upon each man separately, 
or rather, it is supposed, have them passed 
upon by the Central Committeemen, with a 
view to having it determined whether they 
were “al]) right.”” He sent back the iist 
with a request that all of the men be ap- 
pointed separately. 

Chief Swingley sent the original list back 
to the Mayor Thursday as a notification to 
him that he would not be a party to a 
weeding out process. 

The insurance men have learned of the 
situation and are going to the City Hall in 
numbers to protest. Harry Coudrey, who 
sat at the last session of the House: of 
eqnees as a Republican member from 
the Twenty-eighth Ward, went to the hail 
Thursday, but did not see the Mayor. 

“I came up here,’’ he said, “to find out 
if it‘is the Mayor's Intention to wreck the 
Fire Department. The Fire Department 
is now efficient and the insurance men are 
satisfied with it. It looks like the Mayor 
is trying to wreck it by substituting peli- 
tics for efficiency and experience. If he 
does and there follow some disastrous fires 
the rates wtll go up and the merchants 
and manufacturers will have to pay for 
the Mayor’s game. I am a Republican and 
I think vacancies In the Department should 
be fielled with Republicans, if efficient Re- 
be filled with Republicans, but I don't think 
the Mavor ought to wittheld his approval 
of men now in the Department in order to 
make place for Ziegenhein men.”

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A NEW LAWMAKING POWER, 

The second clause of article vi. of the constitution reads: 
“This constitution and the laws of the United States which 
Shall be made in pursuance thereof and all treaties made, or 
which shall be made, under the authority of the United States, 
Shall be the supreme law of the land.” * * * 

Under the Constitution the power to make treaties is vested 
in the President and the Senate. Buta new treaty- 
making power has arisen under the present Administration; 
namely, the military governor of a colonial dependency. 

We are told by an official mouthpiece of the Administra- 
tion that the treaty made with the Sultan of Sulu, binding 
the United States to hold and protect his territory, to uphold 
his government, to preserve the institutions of polygamy and 
slavery in the Sulu Islands and to pay certain salaries to the 
Sultan and his officers, is not to be submitted to the Sen- 
ate, but Is a compact entered into by Gen. Otis, chief of the 
army in the Philippines, as a military expedient. 

If Gen. Otis can make treaties binding on the United States 
he is an independent lawmaking power. He can enact supreme 
laws for the people of the United States. Making treaties is a 
new function of the army not contemplated in the constitutfon. 
But then the constitution was not framed for imperialism 
and militarism.
